into His Head. 


FOUHD DEAD DY HIS VALET 


Philadelphia Startled to Learn That 


Well 
Known Publisher Committed 


Suicide In Hit Home. 
Philadelphia, April 7.—After listen­ 
ing to the tragic story unfolded by 
the opera "Quo Vadis,” in which two 
of the characters in the last act end 
life's 
difficulties by self-destruction, 
Craige Lippincott, sixty-flve years of 
age, millionaire president of the J. B. 
Lippincott company, publishers, left 
the Metropolitan Opera House and re 
turned to his home at 218 South Nine­ 
teenth street. 
In the morning he was 
found dead by his valet in bed, with a 
bullet wound in his right temple 
Three theories were advanced In 
explanation of the millonaire’s death. 
One was that he had planned suicide 
long in advance and, with that idea 
in his mind, bad gathered all the 
members of his family together at 
dinner on the evening before bis end. 
The gloomy story of the opera, It was 
urged, was in tune with the somber 
thoughts in the publisher’s mind and 
may have precipitated the carrying 
out of the plan upon which he had al­ 
ready decided. 
Another theory was that Mr. Lippin­ 
cott, after spending a sleepless night, 
tortured by insomnia, of which he had 
long been a victim, ended his life in 
a moment of mental aberration. 
The third theory, to which members 
of the Lippincott family clung In the 
face of evidence of suicide, which con­ 
vinced others, was that the million­ 
aire had in some way accidentally 
fired the 
bullet which 
entered his 
head. They urged that Mr. Lippincott, 
with wealth aud happy family ties, 
had no reason for suicide, and recalled 
that since his Rlttenhouse square rest 
define was looted by thieves in Ju n e,' 
19o7, he had been extremely nervous 
about burglars. It was said that he 
was awakened by the slightest sound 
during the night. 
At such tim es he., 
would seize the revolver he kept in 
his room and make a careful exam i­ 
nation of the premises. 
His brothers suggested to Coroner 
Ford 
that 
the publisher may 
have 
shot himself while dreaming that rob­ 
bers had entered the house His son. 
Jay B. Lippincott, thought that the 
revolver may have been discharged 
while it was being put away when the 
publisher arose in the morning. 
Hut investigation showed that the 
weapon was equipped with a safety 
clutch and could not be accidentally 
fired. 
It was a new revolver, which 
Mr. Lippincott purchased a few days 
ago. The bullet had passed straight 
through the m illionaire’s head, and 
the stain about the temple was pow­ 
der burned, indicating 
that the re­ 
volver had been elevated to the side of 
the heat] and deliberately fired. 
Mr. Lippincott s death caused a sen­ 
sation in financial and social circles 
and its circum stances greatly shocked 
ills relatives and friends.

He leaves a widow, a daughter, Mrs. 
Samuel K. Bee vs; a son, Jay B., aud 
a brother, J. Bertram.

The resolution recites the action of 
the senate last session In falling to 
declare the seat of Senator Lorimer 
vacant and adds: 
“It appears from the published re­ 
ports of the proceedings of the said 
illinois state senate committee, that 
witnesses who were 
not called and 
: worn by the com m ittee of this sen­ 
ate 
appointed 
to 
investigate 
said 
barges, have appeared before the said 
mn rn it tee of the illinois state senate 
and upon being 
interrogated have 
given 
Im portant m aterial testimony 
tending to prove that $100,000 was cor­ 
ruptly expended to secure the elec­ 
tion of W illiam Lorimer to the United 
.States senate.” 
The resolution provides for meet­ 
ings of the committee and gives to it 
full authority to subpoena persons, 
send for paper* and adm inister oaths. 
It is expected that an effort will be 
made to have the resolution referred 
to the committee on privileges and 
elections, of which Senator Dilling­ 
ham, of Vermont, will be the new 
* hairman. The Vermont senator voted 
last session against the resolution to 
unseat Mr. P rim e r.

have been named for any purpose the 
personnel has rested with the vice 
president or the senate itself.

AU of the men nominated by the 
La Follette 
resolution 
began 
their 
term s in the senate with the conven­ 
ing of the present session. They were 
selected at a conference of progres 
alve senators. 
Senator Stone made the prediction 
at the W hite House that the senate 
would be compelled to Investigate for 
the second tim e the charges of brib­ 
ery in Lorim er’s election. 
“The testim ony in the legislative In­ 
vestigation in Springfield la so ugly,” 
said Mr. Stone, “that it seems to me 
that (ongress must take notice of it, 
and if I am not m istaken the senate 
will take some action.” 


Lorimer W ont Talk. 
Pittsburg, April*7.—Senator William

Rebel Leaders Promise to Fight Until 


Hie Regime Ie Overturned or He Ie 


Thrown Out. 


San Antonio, Tex., April 7. — Two 
representatives of the Mexican revolu­ 
tionary junta at W ashington, at pres­ 
ent conducting the affairs of the cen­ 
tral distributing junta in San Antonio, 
received and gave publicity to a pro­ 
clamation from Francisco Madero, the 
provisional president at the head of 
the Insurrectos in northern Mexico, 
saying that alt peace 
negotiations 
with the Diaz government were off. 
There would be no cessation of fight­ 
ing In Mexico until Diaz resigned or 
.was thrown out of the presidency. 
At the same tim e the junta handed 
out a statem ent signed by many revo­ 
lutionary leaders in widely separated 
divisions of Mexico, reaffirming faith 
In the leadership of Madero and prom 
ising to fight with bim until the Diaz 
regime shall be overturned. 
Juan Sanchez and Jose VasconcelOM, 
the two revolutionary agents who gave 
these facts to the correspondents, said 
that the decision of the rebel chier 
and the pledge of support by the other 
chiefs of the Insurrectos in Mexico in­ 
dicated that the revolution would now 
spread 
Confirmatory Indications from other 
sources which came into San Antonio 
make It pretty positive that whatever 
grain of sincerity there may be in all 
the chaff of the diplomatic talk about 
peace to be arranged lief ween the Ma­ 
dero* on one hand and Senor Liman- 
tour, representing the federal govern­ 
ment of Mexico, bas availed nothing. 
Indications began to be manifested 
several days ago that there was more 
of an attem pt to gaining political po­ 
sition by the peace talk than a real 
effort to bring about an amicable set­ 
tlem ent of the war In the southern 
republic. 
According to the word of the Junta 
men, the mission of Francisco I. Ma­ 
dero, Sr., and his eon. Alfonso, to El 
Paso is now made fruitless. 
Though 
they went there in the company of 
Roque Estrada, their own lawyer, and 
Rafael Hernandez, who, the insurrec­ 
tionary agents say, represented Ll 
mantour directly, in order to be with­ 
in easy communicating distance of 
Francisco Madero, the insurrecto pre* 
ident, has passed over the beads of 
the peace envoys and is absolute. 
“ It was a useless trip for the two 
Maderos and the 
representative of 
Llmantour," said Senor Azcona. 
“I 
knew all the tim e that unless Diaz 
would consent to resign from the pres 
ldeney not one of the men who have 
been fighting for a free republic would 
lay down his arm s I understand that 
even before they left San Antonio 
Senor Hernandez began communica­ 
tions with Llm antour In Mexico, say­ 
ing that the resignation of Diaz was 
absolutely a necessary condition for 
the Diaz peace negotiations. Hernan­ 
dez 
continued 
his 
communications 
with Llm antour after the arrival of 
the peace party in El Paso, but since 
evidently that was a condition which 
Diaz and his adviser would not listen 
to, all talk wa* fruitless.” 


Madero, Sr., Ie Hopeful. 
El Paso, Tex., April 7.—Peace ef­ 
forts have not been dropped by the 
father of Francisco I. Madero, and 
neither Is tile aged man discouraged, 
but on the contrary he has confidence 
in eventual success The death of his 
eigbty-three-year-old father, Evarlsto 
Madero, at Monterey, was a severe 
blow to the father of the tnsurrocto 
chief, and he has not been active in 
his peace negotiations, but so firm are 
hie convictions that he will have a r­ 
rangem ents b o far concluded that he 
can go to bis son’s camp in a very few 
hours, that he declined to leave for 
San Antonio and Monterey to attend 
his father’s funeral. 


J. Gardner Cassatt Dead In Paris. 
Philadelphia, April 7.—A cablegram 
to relatives bere announces the death 
in Paris of J. Gardner Cassatt, a wqjl 
known financier and brother of A. J. 
Cassatt, late president of the Penn 
Sylvania Railroad company. Mr. Ca* 
satt was stricken last week after a 
trip up the Nile and through the 
M editerranean. 


General Young Dean In Paris. 
Paris, April 7.—General Hdnry Clay 
Young, a veteran of the American 
Civil W ar, died, aged seventy-three 
years. General Young was formerly 
of Cincinnati, O., but since 1883 had 
lived in Paris, where he was one of 
the best known figures in the Anteri 
<an colony.
